From the Overland China Marl, January 11,
Governor Seward's reception at the United
Btates consulate thiz afternoon (Junuary 2) was
well attended by the leading residents of all
nauonalities. he veuerable siatesman ap-
peared very feeble, and remniued soated during
the presentations and while addressing those
present. His accents, low and faltering at first,
gadosliy gJofe a8 he warmned o his
subject, and at times alinost approached the
vigor of the eloquence for which \u his youth
and prime be was so renowued. The company
begun to assetble about 2, and on Mr, Bewird's
nrrival be was condocted hy the United Siates
Covsul 10 an improvised dals, supporting an
arm chair, into which he was indugred, and for-
mally presented o the gentlewen present by
Mr. bailey.
Mr, Beward made a few short remarks, which
were in substance to the following effoct: <My
dear Consul apd Gentlemen—Toe questions
which engeged the American people at the thine
to which you bave too Kindly alluded are two,
viz., the elimlnation of Alrican slavery from my
pative land sud the saving of the nnion of the
Btates which constitute the republic, Both have
been settled right at last, though at the east of
a fearful ¢ivil war. I think there is not io the
round world a man who, although be once might
bave been a Hebel or an enemy of the Unied
Biates, now regrets that greal adjustment.
Foreseelug ouly the agony which  was
theu hefore ns, Danlel Webster's earaest prayer
wae, that o his Jast hoar his eves mirnt not
close npon the wreck of a dismemborad repul-
lie, or a republic convulsed, distracted, end bel-
ligerent. A wore cheering and more glorious
Progpect opens upon us who heve sarvived the
grest struggele. It is the prospect of an exten-
#lon of Western civilization in its most perfect
form over the American Convinent, attended by
a regeneration of declluing Esastern elvillzation.,
an schitevement Lo be cifecied largely under the
auvsplees of the United SBtates, and with the co-
operation of all nations. The first Napoleon
invented the modern empire as an engine of
war; the last Napoleon dedicated it to peaca.
Happlly it bas falled for both purposes, Ou
the other hnnd, we know Tuall well that the re-
publie, that Is to say, the reputilean [onstitntion
ol wodern times, and our own expericuce is
peace on earth, good will towards wen., The
achievement before nz directly concerns two
great contivents, and indirectly luvolves the
genernl welfare and happiness of mankiod., In
dtudyivg that great problem, I last year tra-
velled on the American Pacitic coast, and for
the fawe purpose I am now exploring the
Asiatic Pacific const. 1 shall not fatigne yon
with politieal gpeculations. I mav, how-
ever, say4n brief that while I by no means noder-
value missionary Iabors, I thivk the great
practical ageney I8 commerce —Steant commsres
acroes the Pacific Ocean and through the Ame-
rican contivent. I think that this commerce is
already actonlly established. No one of its out-
18 on either coutinent is lkely ever to belost.
Lxtensiou and eulargement of this commerce
will be a accessary and uatural result of the
advantage already galued. The Chinese free
and voloutary ewigration to the Western eonti-
nent is a principal element of that commerce. It
wlil Increase the wealth and streagth of all the
American nutions, while it will take awayv the
great bindrapee which exists to the introduction
of Western ideas, arts, luventions, religion, and
morals in China. Notwithstanding what §s jusuly
sald of Uhinese immaobility, the solution of the
l;mlsle-m depende chiefy on the Western nations,
t behooves them o praciice moderation, above
all, equal an exact Juvticu towards Chiva and
the Chiunese. Whoile they do this they may
reasounbly demand pew commercial fnelligies,
and urze the establishment of railroads,
lelegrapbs, o post oflice, and a free press,
The condition of Cuoina Is not todday one
whit more encouragiug than the coudition of
Japan reemed owly elght yewrs ago. A large
share of the respousibilities and the honor of
bringing about a better elviiization upon China
devolves upon you, gentlemen. [ honor your
generous ambition, and wish you the highest
succese. 1 beg leave Lo express here my grate-
ful acknowledgments of the reflued hospitality
and Kind consideration with which [ have heea
recelved in Hong Kong and Canton. The re-
membrance of them wiil be ecarried home, and
remain with me there as loug as I shall live.

WasniNgToN, Feb, 95, —Mr., Sargent, from the
Committee on Appropriations, to-day wade a report
#n the charges preferred by Willlam Welsh againat
the Commissloner of Tndian AMuirs in a letter to the
Secretary of the lnterior, coutalning allegations of
fraud and improvidence in the conduct of Indian
afMalra,

The committee say they have not found evidence
of frand or eorruguon on the partof the Indian
Commissioner, with much to criticise ard condemn,
arlsing parudv from & vicious system inherited from
the pust, and partly irom errors of judgment in the
constroction of statutes passed Lo ensure economy
and faithfuipess in the administration.

The commitiee have found no evidence of any
pecuni or pers nal advantages sought or de-
sired by the Commisstoner or any one connected
with his bureau. It ap| from the evidence that
the Commirsioner dia not cousult the Board of ln-
dinn Commissioners in m“"f ‘Fumlnm of provi-
slons or of any goods for the Indlan servies, except
dry goods, blankete, and articles of that character,
The view given by him 18 erroneous. Tie organiza-
tion of the Board of Indlan Commissioners was a
sart of a new system for dealiog with the Indians

esigned to ald in the Introduction of an el ment of
hurusnity Into the deallngs of the Govsrnment
with the Indiane, and to Insure economy and falth-
julpess in expepditures for their civilization and
comfort. Even with the limita to thelr uscfalaess
occasloned by this conatruction of the commission,
they have succeeded In accomplishing muoh good,
and have unselfishly and honorably discharged the
duties required of them.

The benefits of their supervision may be seen
from the testimony relating 1o the purchase of an-
nulty goods, where better articles were obtalned at
lesa prices than ever before. The enmmitiee con-
demn the action of the Commissloners in making
the Boston contract for beef, ete,, and belleved he
exercised powers only conflded to the President to
be exercised through the War Department, but say
an exlgency existed requiring prompt action.
